He has succeeded in enlisting the 
very valuable aid, interest and sup- 
port of Lewis E. Cooke, and the latter 
is enthusiastically working upon the 
organization. 

It is said that the backing will be 


ample. A new corporation with $1,- 
900,000 capitalization chartered un- 
der the laws of Delaware will be 


formed and the papers will be applied 
for within a very few weeks. 

There will also be a subsidiary cor- 
poration for $500,000, also under the 
laws of Delaware, this latter to fur- 
nish the railroad equipment, etc., after 
much the same arrangement which 
prevailed with the Buffalo Bill Wild 
West and Pawnee Bill's Far East. 

The management and control of the 
venture will be vested in the original 
corporation, but the two companies 
will split the earnings 50-50. 

It is understood that Colonel Cody 
has already perfected arrangements 
whereby he will be enabled to furnish 
all the arena stock,~ properties, tents, 
etc., necessary to put on the show. 

Johnny Baker is assisting Mr. Cooke 
with the details of the organization. 

Mr. Cooke is himself a very great 
and valuable asset to Colonel Cody. 
Not only is he a splendid and high- 
class agent of wide and varied experi- 
ence, but his financial standing is such 
that his connection with the show 
lends it much strength. 

His influence,-too, has already ob- 
tained the support of three other solid 
ind substantial showmen—one of the 
latter a big motion pieture magnate. 

Mr. Cooke also suceeded in enlist- 
ing the support of Tom Smith to head 
the subsidiary corporation. 

Mr. Smith is wealthy enough ‘to

Convention by Motion Went on 
Record Opposed to Censorship 


Per Capita Tax Will Be Re- 
duced From Two to One Dollar 


J. Fred Herrington of Pitts- 
burg Elected Natl. President 


San Francisco, July 16.—About 100 
delegates, officers and visitors to the 
Fifth National Convention and Expo- 
sition of the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
League of America were seated 
in Hall B of the Civic Auditorium at 
San Francisco when at 10:45 Tuesday 
morning, July 13, M. E. Cory, chair- 
man of the convention committee, 
opened the meeting informally by in- 
troducing to those present the Mayor 
of the city of San Francisco, James 
Rolph, Jr. 

In extending to the delegates of the 
convention the welcome of the city 
the Mayor dwelt at length upon the 
reconstruction of San Francisco fol- 
lowing the holocaust and the marvel- 
ous strides made in the P.-P. L E., 
as compared to other expositions, and 
closed his fifteen-mfnute address with 
the statement that the moving pic- 
ture business was the most popular in- 
dustry in the country today. 

The next speaker called upon, and 
introduced by Mr. Cory as the ‘“‘Moses 
of the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
League of America,” was Marion 8S. 
Pearce, of Baltimore, Md., the presi- 
dent of the organization. Mr. Pearce 
spoke of the welfare of the league and 
suggested that the thing most neces- 
sary to its well being were reconstruc- 


tion, enthusiasm and booming. He 
suggested that the reports of the offi- 
cials be deferred until some later 


time, as he hoped there would be more 
delegates present. He then took his 
seat at the president’s table and the 
meeting was formally open. 

Peter J. Jeup, of Detroit, Mich., the 
national treasurer, next responded to 
a call and spoke chiefly of the beauties 
of San Francisco and otker cities as 
compared with Detroit. 

Fred Herrington, of Pittsburg, Pa., 
then made a few remarks. 

The next speaker introduced by Mr. 
Cory was “Judge” A. P. Tugwell, of 
Los Angeles, member of the league’s 
executive committee, who caused con- 
siderable laughter by the naive way 
in which he extolled the virtues of his 
city. 

The president of the California State 
Branch, No. 12, of the league, H. L. 
Beach, of Berkeley, had the distinc- 
tion of being the first speaker to get 
away from city boosting, and made 


some pertinent remarks concerning | 
the moving picture business.

It will 
be recalled that when the production of The Daughter of Heaven was a 
failure at the Century Opera House George ©. Tyler sought to save the 


day by a drastic cut in the scale of prices for seats. The Herald refrained 
throughout the discussion from expressing its own opinion, inviting the pro- 
ducers and house managers to record their own views as to whether existing 
conditions (then no better than now) were due to high prices of admission. 

The consensus of managerial opinion was that the public was not at- 
tracted to the box-office by the spectacle of reduced prices, that on the con- 
trary it was more likely to be lured by an increase. After the last of the man- 
agers had spoken The Herald devoted an editorial to the subject in which it 
arrived at the deduction that prices were not too high; in fact, it was held 
that two dollars was about the right price for seats—for a two-dollar per- 
formance. 

But this was two years ago, when the “cut-rate” system had not yet ex- 
tended to the box-offices. Since The Herald discussion of two years ago there 
has been a tremendous growth in the half-price ticket business. The Herald 
was right when it concluded that people would not enthuse over a dollar 
show. We now know that what is wanted by more than half of New York’s 
play patrons .is a two-dollar production, not only at half price, but these 
bargain hunters want to feel that they are getting something for a dollar 
that the “other fellow” had to pay two dollars for. 


This year The Herald has started a discussion on the invasion of well- 
known stage stars into the motion picture field, where the actor has found 
the most lucrative outlet for his talent in amusement history. Practically 


all of the producers for the stage and the screen have had their say, and as! 


usual in such discussions each speaks from the staindpoint of his own interests.

Nevertheless William A. Brady predicts that it will be impossible to 
properly cast a play for the speaking stage without engaging men and 
women now firmly entrenched in filmdom, and he holds that it will be difficult 
enough to secure these without placing any embargo on actors making ex- 
cursions from stage to screen and vice versa. 

The truth is that the entire theatrical situation is now undergoing ex- 
traordinary changes. Heretofore the demand for well-known names for 
photoplays was confined to stars engaged for a single film production and these 
were so utilized that the players posed before the camera either when dis- 
engaged otherwise or else the hours were so arranged as not to interfere with 
their stage work. It is this sort of thing that the stage producers propose to 
call a halt on, but in the meantime the “star fever” has reached a new stage 
wherein a group of film magnates are signing up famous players for periods 
all the way from six months to two years, and there is scarcely one of the 
accepted favorites of the public who has not éither capitulated or else is 
seriously considering proportions of a nature unparalleled in the annals of the 
theater. 

The question as to whether such stars reduce their commercial value for 
the future is so complex that it can not be disposed of offhand. Not a few 
of these are already in a position to laugh at the threats of the stage producers 
whose operations were never so restricted as now. Such former stage favorites 
as Jack Barrymore, Robert Edison, Robert Warwick, Edwin Arden, Marguerite 
Clark, Hazel Dawn, Nance O'Neill and many ‘thers are now not only earning 
more money that at any time in their careers, but they are able to draw their 
increased salaries throughout the vear. 

The number of standard players engaged in permanent studio stock com- 
panies is now so large that William A. Brady's prophecy of the all-star stock 
company is already fulfilled in at least two of the larger film organizations. 
Certainly the coming season will witness extraordinary conditions. It will 
indeed be difficult for the public to distinguish from the announcements 
which is the spoken play or the photoplay. Strangely enough the names of 
such producers as the Frohmans, Shuberts, Klaw and Erlanger, John Cort 
and William A. Brady will be quite as prominent in the one as in the other. 

Meantime the local managers who have i)r years had an inadequate 
supply of stage attractions from the powers who control the so-called legit- 
imate stage, are regarding the complex theatrical situation with complacency. 
Most of these have long since saved the day for themselves by deciding their 
offerings between stage and screen. Now with a plethora of feature films at 
their call and with the majority of the world’s greatest entertainers adding 
lustre to the screen, playhouses need not be dark. After all theatrical history 
is merely reuniting itself. The once despised cameraman is surely marching 
on to his goal. 

No one can say that Geraldine Farrar erred when she harkened to the 
call of movieland, never has the diva been more in the limelight than now. 
These be strange times indeed when the foremost operatic star of two con- 
tinents leads the march at a motion picture ball. Still one does not hear a 
word of protest from any of the grand opera impresarios who are to pay Miss 
Farrar next winter almost double what they had previously given. They are 
glad to “accept the cards as they lay.”

Shakespeare’s Corner 


By Henry Bayard 


DOMITIUS ENOBARBUS 

Paradoxical as it may appear, we 
think that Enobarbus is, next to Octa- 
via, the deepest and noblest character 
in the drama of Antony and Cleopatra. 
This alone would recommend him to 
our study, but moreover he is Shake- 
speare’s mouthpiece and exponent. 
The master seems to be invisibly pres- 
ent with him, to witness what is go- 
ing on, and at the same time to play 
with and moralize the events and per- 
sons of the scene. “Through him,” 
says Hudson, “the poet keeps up 4a 
secret understanding with us, all the 
while inwardly sporting himself with 
his characters, and laughing at them, 
yet at the same time gravely humor- 
ing their extravagances and clothing 
them with his most cunning style.” 
Another reason this is for us to closely 
examine this man who is both a char- 
acter and a commentary. 


Near the opening of the play, when 
Antony tells Enobarbus that he is 
going to leave Egypt, not only in his 
answer do we find Shakespeare's own 
satirical interpretation of the matter 
at hand, but we get the pith of the 
whole drama.

Eno.—O sir, you had then left un- 
seen a wonderful piece of work; which 
not to have been blessed withal, would 
have discredited your travel. 


A fine example this is of dramatic 
guile, and also a covert insinuation of 
the poet's feelings concerning Her 
Majesty, Woman. 

But see with what fleetness Enobar- 
bus’ thought shifts its hues: 


Lepidus.—It shall become you well 
to entreat your captain 

To soft and gentle speech. 

Eno.—I shall entreat him 

To answer like himself. 

Lep.—’Tis not a time 

For private stomaching. 

Eno.—Every time 

Serves for the matter that is then 
born in 't. 

Lep.—But small to 
must give way. 

Eno.—Not if the small come first. 


When Antony and Octavius agree to 
unite their armies against Pompey, 
Enobarbus at once perceives the weak- 
ness of the alliance based only on in- 
terest and common dread; he warns 
them of it: 

“If you borrow one another's love 
for the instant, you may, when you 
hear no more words of Pompey, re- 
turn it again: you shall have time to 
wrangle in, when you have nothing 
else to do.” 

Ant.—Thou 
speak no more. 

Eno.—That truth should be silent, 
I had almost forgot.

But what shal] I say of this incomparable de- 
scription of Cleopatra meeting Antony upon the 
River Cydnus? Of course the poetry of the 
peSsage is supposed to be due to the theme, and 
is & tribute to Cleopatra's fascinations, but 
Enobarbus bas the sm! to feel them and th 
imagination to portray them 


“The barge she sat in, like a burnish’d throne, 

Rurn’d on the water:*the poop was beaten gold; 

lurple the sails, and so perfumed, that 

The winds were love-sick with them: the oars 
were silver; 


Which to the tune of flutes kept stroke, and 


made 
The water, which they beat, to follow, faster, 
As amorous of their strokes For er own 
person 


It beggar’d ali description: she did lie 

In her pavilion (cloth of gold, of tissue), 

(er-picturing that Venus, where we see 

The fancy out-work nature: on each side her, 

Steod pretty dimpled boys, like smiling Cupids, 

With diverse-colour’d fans, whose wind did seem 

To glow the delicate cheeks which they did cool, 

And what they undid, did. 

Her gentlewomen, Jike the Nereides, 

So many mermaids, tended her i'the eyes, 

And mide their bends adornings: at the helm 

A seening mermaid steers; the silken tackle 

Swell with the touches of those flower-soft 
bands, 

That yarely frame the office. From the barge 

A strance invisible perfume hits the sense 

Of the adjacent wharfs. The city cast 

Her peenle out upon her; and Antony, 

Frotbron’d in the market-place, did sit alone, 

Whistling to the air; which, but for evacancy. 

Haag zone to gaze on Cleopatra, too, 

And mad. a gap in nature 

Upen her landing, Antony sent to her, 
Invited her to supper: she replied, 

It should be bette:, he became her guest; 
Which she entreated: Our courteous Antony, 
Whom ne'or the word of No woman heard speak, 
Neing barber’d ten times o'er, goes to the feast; 
And, for his ordinary, pays his heart, 

tor what his eyes eat only.’ 

Truly sucky a description beggars description. 
It is painted as though the gypsy herself had 
east her spell over it, and given her own witch- 
craft to the pencil. It prepares the way, and 
almost justifies the subsequent infatuation of 
Antony. 

This sailing down the Cydnus shows us Cleo- 
patra in ful] dress, so to say, but Enobarbus 
lets us see her also in negligee, ang even in 
bloomers. “I saw her once,”’ he says, 

“Hop forty paces through the public streets: 

And having ‘ost her breath, she spoke and 
panted, 

That she did make defect perfection, 

And, breathless, power breathe forth.’’ 

Intimate details of this kind tell us that 
Fnobarbus knew well his Cleopatra, but he 
knew Antony also. The day after Antony's 
marriage with Octavia, he predicts all that will 
happen. He shrugs his shoulders when Menas 
remarks that Caesar and the newlywed are now 
forever knit together, and says: 


“If I were bound to divine of this unity, I 
woukl net prophesy so. You shall find the band 
that seems to tle their friendship together will 
be the very strangler of their amity. He 
(Anteny) will to his Egyptian dish again: then 
shall the sighs of Octavia blow the fire up in 
Caesar, and, as 1 sald before, that which is 
the strength of their amity shall prove the im- 
mediate author of their variance.” 


Enobarbus usually hides his serious meaning 
under the veil of satire, but, at times, he 
speaks out in no uncertain terms. Thus, when 
Cleopatra threatens him he does not recoll. He 
roundly tells her the truth as to the incon- 
venience her presence would occasion in the 
camp: 

. . 

Cleo. I will be even with thee, doubt it net 

Fno. Put why, why, why? 

Cleo, Thon hast forespoke my being in these 

wars; 
And say'st. it is net fit 

Eno, Well, is it, is it? 

Cleo, Why should not we 
Re there in person? 

no. Your presence needs must puzzle Antenr 

teal 


Take from his heart, take from his brain, from 
is time, 

What should not then be spar’d. He ts already 

Traduc’d for levity; and ‘tis said in Reme, 

That Photinus an eunuch, and your maids, 

Manage this war.” 


He does not shrink from putting before An 
tony the folly of running the risks of a sea bat- 
tle when his greater strength consists in his 
land forces: 


“Your ships are not well mann’d: 

Your mariners are muleteers, reapers, people 

Ingross’¢ by swift impress; in Caesar's fleet 

Are those, that often have ‘gainst Pompey 
fought: 

Their ships are yare; yours, heavy. No disgrace 

Shall fall you for refusing him at sea, 

Being prepar’d for land.’ 


The disaster at Actium wrests from him an 
outburst of grief and despair. His words are 
few, and broken by sobs: 

*Naught, 


longer 
Alack, alack! aa 


naught, all naught! I can behold no 


He portions out the share of responsibility 
attaching to each of the chief actors in the de 
feat; the woman who took flight he considers as 
less guilty than the man who followed her: 


“The itch of his affection should not then 
Have nick’@ his captainship. 

“Twas a shame, no less 

Than was his loss, to course your flying flags, 
And leave his navy gazing.” 


For the first time disgust and weariness canker 
his heart and mind. <A violent struggle there is 
between the spirit of loyalty and the spectre 
of selfishness. At last his reason revolts, and 
the thought of deserting a master whom mis 
fortune is powerless to teach, begins to present 
itself to him. See how specious are his argu 
ments: 


“The loyalty well held to fools does make 

Our faith mere folly; yet he that can endure 
To follow with allegiance a fallen lord 

Does conquer him that did his master conquer." 


He would fain remain loyal, but when he sees 
that, ever after the fierce shame of Actium, 
Cleopatra is again the queen, his decision is 
taken; a sad smile rises upon his lips at seeing 
his master’s downfall: 
“Now he'll out-stare the lightning. To be 

furious, 
Is, to be frighted out of fear: and in that mood, 
The dove will peck the estridge; and 1 see still, 

A diminution in our captain's brain 

+ his heart: When valour preys on rea- 
son, 

It eats the sword it fights with. 

Seme way to leave him.’ 


He leaves him. Perhaps he thought that it 
was his duty to do so. Perhaps his resolution 
Was “one of those odd tricks which sorrow 
shoots out of the mind."’ But see how soon he 
regrets it; see, as says Swinburne, ‘‘see how 
soon he is redeemed by the death-agony of his 
dark and doomed repentance."’ 


“IT have done ill; 

Of which I do accuse myself so sorely, 

That I will joy no more. 

I am alone the villain of the earth, 

And feel I am so most. 0 Antony, 

Thou — of bounty, how would’st thou have 
paid 

My better service, when my turpitude 

Thou oe fg crown with gold! This blows my 
eart: 

If swift thought break it not. a swifter mean 

Shall ontstcike thought: but thought will do’t. 
I feel. 

I fight against thee!—No:

Considerable surprise has been expressed in 
amusement circles at the practical elimination 
of Gustave Frohman’s name from all of the 
plans of the new company. Many persons hold 
that Gustave Frohman’s career has been greatly 
handicapped through his being referred to aa 
“Charles Frohman’s brother,’ though he was 
the very first of the Frohmans to produce for 
the stage. Moreover it was Gustave who gave 
Danie] and Charles Frohman their first great 
opportunity when he was associated with the 
Mallory Brothers. It was the splendid exploita 
ticn by Gustave of Hazel Kirke that brought 
all three of the Frohmans conspicuously inte 
the limelight. 

Why Gustave has never sought to become « 
Napoleon of the theater is explained by the man 
himself in a manner characteristic of one who 
has always felt a great pride in the achieve 
ments of his younger brether. Although Gus 
tave is one of the heirs at law to the Charles 
Frohman estate his name does not appear ip 
any way with the new company's plans, hence 
the surprise expressed on the rialto by those who 
believe it should not have been necessary to go 
outside of the family for executives, 

That Gustave Frohman is yet the able show 
man he was in the days when he was the head 
of the family is shown in the productions he is 
now making for the screen despite that his com 
pany was organized just as the war started 
Nevertheless the, three features released so far 
by what is called the, Frohman Amusement Cor 
poration compare more than favorably with the 
output of the established film concerns.

THOMPSON- OLDFIELD TOUR 


Chicago, July 15.—One of the most notable 
tours ever made by an outdoor exhibition team 
was concluded in Chicago Saturday night when 
Barney Oldfield and De Lloyd Thompson re 
turned after a Western tour that extended as 
far as Tacoma, Wash, 

The trip consumed a little over three weeks’ 
time, and but six cities were visited, yet tbe 
financial returns were remarkable. Boise, Ia., 
the only stop westbound, turned out a crowd of 
10.400) persons. At Tacoma the Oldfield-Thomp- 
son team drew the biggest bonus ever offered 
for a similar exhibition—$4,000 for a_ single 
afternoon—and at Walla Walla, Spokane, Mis- 
soula and Butte. where exhibitions were staged 
«on the wev back, enormous crowds turned out 
gua great aviator and the famous speed 
pilet, 

Thompson made a wonderful impression every- 
where, his newest sensation—the ‘‘tumble’’ 
flight—hbeing heralded on all sides as almest un- 
canny in its daring and the fear it gives the 
spectators for the aviator’s life. Oldfield was 
in rare form, tearing off miles on ordinary dirt 
tracks in close to world’s Feeord time.

Council and People of Nebraska City 
Give Isler Amusement Company a 
Square Deal 

Petoskey, Mich., July 10, 1915. 
Editor Billboard: 

Sir—I have just finished reading your article 
in the current issue of The Billboard under the 
heading of *‘Easing Throbbing Conscience.’’  In- 
asmuch as you claim to be ‘‘striving to get your 
dope right,’ it appears that you need a little 
more help aside from your long distance calcu- 
lating, because your ‘‘dope’’ in re the Isler 
Amusement (7) Company, showing Fairbury, 
Neb., and the subsequent trouble this carnival 
had at Hebron, same State, is alj wrong. Your 
effort to put the Fairbury people and its council 
in a bad light is uncalled for, and, in order to 
help you “strive to get your dope right,’’ let 
me make the case clear in your eyes. 

I am a Fairbury resident. I was there when 
the first arrangements were made for the appear- 
ance of the Isler Amusement Company in that 
city. The local baseball team was the sponsor 
for the organization, and was told that the 
Isler outfit was one of the top-notch organiza- 
tions of carnivaldom, The promoter was such a 
fluent speaker, that, although the loca] com- 
mittee contained one member who was a show- 
man (is now retired), the committee was as- 
sured that there were no better traveling or- 
ganizations on earth than the Isler Company. 
Agreements were then drawn up for the com- 
pany’s appearance, and the ball grounds, one 
block only from the city square—the heart of 
the business district—was selected for the place 
of showing. The park is the only logical place 
to show, and as other carnival companies have 
used it for a lot and got away with a nice 
week's business, it was but fisherman's luck that 
they were allowed to use the ball grounds. Then 
the bad weather came—something that none of 
us can sidestep whether in a hole or on a 
mountain peak—and the Fairbury merchants, 
real men in their linés, helped the Isler bunch 
to get what there was left to get before their 
engagement was to come to an end. 

1 was not in Fairbury at the time the Isler 
Company played the town, but I have first hand 
authority that of all the rotten, show-killing 
organizations in the country, the Isler outfit beat 
them all. Only one or two meritorious attrac- 
tions were carried, while the rest of the “‘at- 
tractions’’ were joints “of a shady character. 
Yet, fooled as the committee were, they, with 
the help of the town people, tried to keep them 
afloat when the company should not have been 
allowed to light. Ninety-nine other towns out 
of a hundred would not have done what Fair- 
bury did for the Isler outfit. 

I might further add that Fairbury, perhaps, 
leads any town in the West for giving show- 
folks the best of it. I can quote instances 
wherein the councils have given free lot, license 
and water to many a show, and it is under 
these conditions that the Barnum & Bailey 
Show will play Fairbury August 5. And, as 
for having a live, wide-awake bunch of mer- 
chants, try to meet the Commercial Club of that 
city some time in your travels. ‘ 

In your “‘striving to get your dope right,’’ it 
is apparent that one’s efforts, however well 
directed, may go awry. °

Wins Championship 


Chicago Skater Lands in Front 
in International Amateur 
Meet at Charleston, 

W. Va. 


By JULIAN T. FITZGERALD 


The world’s amateur championship reller speed 
tithe was captured by Howarth D. Beaumont, 
of Chicago, who has been runner-up in the last 
four big meets held in different parts of the 
country. Beaumont's victory was one of the 
big surprises of the year, as when he arrived 
in Charleston be was looked upon as beaten 
before be started in the qualifying heats. The 
fourth semi-tinal was held on Thursday night, 
July 8, with the following skaters in the first 
heat: Roger Natlis, Bobby Wintz, of Charies- 
ton; George Devine, of Milwaukee, Wis.; Trygve 
Skyberg, of Perth Amboy, N. Ezra Mul- 
roney, of Indianapolis, Ind, Mulroney got the 
gun and Was away to a good start, taking the 
first turn at Death Valley better than ever be- 


fore, and setting his own pace throughout the 
beat was an easy winner. Natlis was second, 
Skyberg, third; time, 3:24. 


oO. M. Oviatt, Ear! Pierce, of Charleston, and 


B. M. Gray, of Huntingtun, W. Va.; Louis 
Weglau, of Cincinnati, and Howarth Beau- 
mont, of Chicago, were the starters in the 


second heat. Beaumont, who had only arrived 
from Chicago the night before, jumped into 
the lead right from the crack of the gun and 
skated a clean and safe race until the finish, 
winning by about fifteen yards. Weglau was 
second and Oviatt third; time, 3:27.

As Viewed by Lewis Selznick of World Film 
Corp., Samuel Goldfish of Lasky Co., and 


Harry Aitken of 


Triangle Film Co. 


The bead of the World Film Corporation, dis- 
coursing of the progress and change in the 
picture world, does so with a clarity of con 
tainel speech and a range of vision that can 
ome only of long-continued and finished thought. 

Says Mr. Selanick: “The primary object of 
tlm producers MUST be the interest and 
prosperity of the exhibitor. 

“This mean good film and a betterment of the 
metheds of dietribution. It means other things 
but these first.

SAMUEL GOLDFISH 

In the controversy which has been carried on 
through the columns of most of the New York 
daily newspapers regarding the relative worth 
of stars of the legitimate stage before and 
after they appear in motion picture productions, 
Samuel Goldfish, executive head of the Jease L. 
Lasky Feature Piay Company, summed up the 
situation in characterietie clearness. It is the 
contention of some of the legitimate managers 
that the pepniarity of their stars and leading 
players suffers through their appearance in 
photoplays. 

“Why should managers object to having their 
stars appear in photodramas when they them- 
selves are making every effort to enter a great 
and growing field?" asks Mr. Goldfish. “One of 
the chief objectors is known to me to be making 
arrangements to leave the legitimate stage en- 
tirely and devote his future to the photodrama.

a syetem of selection of subjects for each week's 
program has been perfected whereby the studios 
can regulate the number of reels according to 
the nature of the story and the amount of foot- 
age demanded for its most perfect staging. 

To make such ideal motion picture producing 
conditions possible a carefully-drawn-up agree- 
ment had to be entered into by the ten different 
Studios of the group whereby they co-operate 
with each other by keeping in constant touch 
through the main office in New York and regu- 
late the stories selected for screening by the 
number of different length pictures available 
for scheduling on the program. 

Producers have long recognized the fact that 
some of their finest creations have been ruined 
because they were compelled to cut them down 
to a certain number of feet when the legitimate 
telling of the story and its presentation in the 
best possible manner called for more length. 
Likewise they have seen the sad result of 
stretching a photedrama to a certain number of 
reels when the story would have been more per- 
fectly told and the photodrama would have had 
more dramatic and entertainment value If it 
could have been allowed to occupy only the num- 
ber of feet of film that its most perfect presen- 
tation called for.
